Desp ite virtual certainty since King George* seri­ 
ous illness in 1926 that within a few years the Prince 
of Wale* would be < ailed up on to serve as king it ts 
difficult to think of him as the new rep resentative of 
the British crown. 
Yet. there is general agreement 
that King Edward VIII will bring additional honor to 
the best of Britain's royal traditions. 
King Edward has been reared in the Is lief which 
endeared his father to the British p eop le that the 
king exists to serve rather than to be served. If hD 
p alp able humanness makes it difficult to think of 
him as king that Is p roof of successful training 
He 
will not be a cold or a disinterested kin« , but a 
warmly symp athetic man on whom fate has p laced 
the British crown. 
Many Ameri ans are p uzzled by the relationship 
ol the king and the British emp ire 
It Is not an easy 
thing to understand and, unless one vital distinction 
Is made, it cannot be understood at all. That Is the 
distinction between the British crown and the British 
kmg The crown is Imp ersonal. It is almost an abso­ 
lute ruler over the British p eop le by virtue of It 
general recognition as the ultimate authority. 
The British king, however, 1s p ersonal and limited. 
He has duties and p rivileges, but his authority rest» 
In the crown. 
Wince the crown rules through the 
agency of the cabinet and does not control the cabi­ 
net. the king has no absolute p ower 
Yet, the king 
may be widely influential In determining the p olicy 
of the cabinet, dep ending on his Intelligence and 
character. Oreat Britain is a democracy In p ractice, 
but with an hereditary monarchy. 
It Ls a satisfactory arrangem ent which, like many 
satisfactory arrangements. Is more accidental than 
Intentional 
As a whole the British p eop le find It 
accep table, which Is after all the real test of govern­ 
ment 
Tlie new King Edward, still a young man, has 
Inherited a firm foundation up on which to build the 
p restige of hus royal family.

TROUBLE WAN INEVITABLE 
Many doubts and questions are being resolved out 
of early administration of the social security act. In 
some cases they concern the p rincip le of the legis­ 
lation. For the most p art, they arise from distrust of 
the mechanics of the vast legislative structure which 
ls sup p osed to p roduce social security. 
T ie fact ls that the social security act, Irequently 
named a* t he outstanding accomp lishment of the 
Rooseielt administration to date, was created under 
conditions which made doubts and questions inevi­ 
table 
Although it is the p nxiuit of trained minds 
and exp ert investigators, It was never submitted to 
that exhaustive debute which I» the only means of 
adjusting legislation to the common ideas and p rac­ 
tices of the p ublic. 
It might be said without fear of successful contra­ 
diction that It was adop ted as a p rliuip le. but that 
the means of effectuating tin* p rincip le » till are op en 
to questioning 
T ie questioning is becoming more 
aggressive and p enetrating a* the act waters its first 
p hase of administrative trial 
T ie United States is 
Just beginning to become aware of the p roblems in­ 
herent in any attem p t to establish social security. The 
same p roblems have p erp lexed Europ ean nations for 
decade* 
Careful students warned Americans at the outset 
of the legislative drive to enact social security legis­ 
lation that they would not obtain its benefits with­ 
out p rotracted and discouraging exp erimentation T ielr 
warning was given scant attention at the Unie, but it 
ls beginning now 
1 0 be meaningful. The United States 
has legislated another p roblem into existence a p rob­ 
lem which still will be bothering it half a century 
from now, If the exp eriences of otlrer naUons with 
social security mean anything.
